E G ET so used to the usual or the habitual. So much so th a t a break 
in it immediately presents a void. The column by the late A rthur 
Brisbane seemed something that we might expect the rest of our lives. It 
was so widely distributed th a t millions expected it as a part of their daily 
m ental nourishment. 
As a personality A rthur Brisbane was unique—a true genius. 
He 
wouldn’t have acknowledged this, how-ever. 
He would have merely said 
th at he owed all th a t he was. or did. to—work. His bigness was th a t “he 
saw- life in little things.” Lacking early education, he acquired it from the 
best textbooks in the world—people. He listened to commem talk. People 
were his mirror. 
He sighted the significant, and then talked about it in 
the simplest of words. 
Undoubtedly Brisbane influenced the thoughts o millions. He talked 
their language. The gist of Iris philosophy was th a t if he could get people 
to think, nothing was impossible of a right solution. He saw the futility of 
war and wrote against its useless slaughter. 
He advocated m easures for 
the protection of motherhood and children, and believed th a t a person 
could not do useful work by dissipating his health and abilities. He was 
never idle. He looked upon time as a precious heritage. 
It was the Brisbane genius for organization, for the corralling of vast 
newspaper circulations, that gave to him his power and opportunity over 
minds and thoughs, through his daily and weekly columns, and which es­ 
tablished him as one of the shrewdest editorial and executive directors in 
all the history of journalism. 
It was characteristic of such a man th a t he .should work up to a few 
hours befor he finally fell asleep into his long deserved rest. 
The 
lead to his last editorial on C hristm as Day m irrored his heart. 
He wrote: 
From the divine smile on the face of tliat Child and from the sacred life 
sacrificed on th a t hill a better world has come. It is still a world of war, 
cruelty and sorrows, but progress has been steady; ‘peace on earth and 
good will toward men wUl .surely come. Happy he who, today, con bring 
smiles to the faces of other children, and to the faces of careworn m oth­ 
ers.” 
A us* tul light went out when A rthur Brisbane’s m ind and pen were 
stilled. His column will be greatly missed. No one can. or will, take his 
place. 
He will be remembered for the example of his tireless efforts in 
stim ulating people to think, for themselves, for his ceaseless onslaughts 
upon sham and dead ideas, and for his cham pionship of the weak the 
defenseless and the neglected. He rounded out a life.

Scottish Law, Permitting Village Blacksmith to Perform 
Marriages, Called Indefensible by 
Government Committee. 


Chicago Loop Park 
As Strike Starts 


London, Jan. 23 (AP).—A govern­ 
ment 
committee 
sounded 
Friday 
what may be the death knell of 
G retna 
Green's 
famous 
wedding 
anvil. 
Tile committee, reporting on the 
law of Scotland as it affects m ar­ 
riage, recommended the abolition ot 
such ’‘irregular” unions as are per­ 
formed by Gretna Green's village 
blacksmith. 
Tile law also would conter powers 
to proclaim marriages and issue 
bans on a number of churches in 
addition to the Church of Scotland. 
Said the report: 
"The present law which permits 
marriage to be contracted without 
any intimation or ceremony or pro­ 
cedure is indefensible. 
It opens 
wide the door to seduction, deceit, 
fraud and many other evils, which 


are too apparent to require speci­ 
fication.” 


Street Lights Out and Traffic Sig­ 
nals Oft as Electrical Workers 
Walk Out. 


Virtually all those who go to 
Gretna Green's blacksmith shop to 
be married are from across the Eng­ 
lish border. 
Thus they dodge the 
English requirement of three weeks’ 
notice. 
All the blacksmith requires is a 
statement by one of the contracting 
parties that he or she has lived in 
Scotland for 21 days. This does not 
bother anybody. 
The blacksmith is a private citi­ 
zen, with no more vested privileges 
of performing marriage rites than 
the farmer in the dell. 
But Scot­ 
tish law provides that such a cere­ 
mony as he performs is legal if it is 
registered immediately at the near­ 
est Sheriff's court. 
The trouble is, few bother to reg­ 
ister. 


Time to Begin Vegetable 
Gardens, Says County Agent 


It takes from eight to 12 weeks 
to grow good vegetable plants and 
IO weeks is a good average. 
The 
earliest plants are startel in houses 
the last week in January. 
During 
February and early March thes*1 
plants 
are 
transferred 
to 
cold 
frames and finally to the garden cr 
field in April or May, says County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. 
W hen greenhouses are not avail­ 
able hot becks may bt' used to grow 
plants but the seed is usually sown 
about three weeks later. Tile seed­ 
lings may be transplanted or th in ­ 
ned to several plants to the Inch 
Still others start a few plants in 
the house for home ’.use at the same 
season as in greenhouses. 
Experience has shown that most 
amateur plant growers fail because 
of poor soil and improper 
water­ 
ing. 
Ordinary top soil from the 
field or 
garden is not 
ideal for 
starting early plants under glass 
whether in the greenhouse, hotbed 
or kitchen window. Such soil be­ 
comes hard, dries out rapidly, and 
is not very fertile. 
Soil is usually 


| prepared in quantity in a compos*, 
pile started a year in advance ol 
using it. A simple method of pre­ 
paring soil when no compost 
is 
available is to take one-third rot­ 
ten manure, one-third sand, and 
one-third top soil, or one-fourth 
rotten manure, one-fourth 
sand, 
and one-half top soil. Such a soil 
screened and later thoroughly mix­ 
ed will be friable and will not bake 
I at the surface: it will hold mois­ 
ture well and produce a good rooi 
system. 
Water thoroughly with tempered 
water and 
only as frequently 
as 
necessary. W ater during the fore- 
' noon on sunny days; this permits 
the plants to dry off and the soil 
to become warm. 
Plants seldom 
need 
watering 
on 
cloudy 
days. 
When watering do a thorough jcb 
so that the water reaches the bot 
tom of the flat or bed. 
Do not 
sprinkle.

800 electrical workers, 
whose union bosses had ordered 


I them to strike at 8 o’clock unless an 
agreement was reached in the un­ 
ion’s demand for restoration of de­ 
pression pay cuts. 
Although many city departments 
were immediately affected, union of­ 
ficials had previously prepared a list 
of workers who were to be exempted 
from the strike order for at least 
24 hours. 
They 
were 
employed 
at 
such 
strategic centers as the police ra­ 
dio, fire department repair shop and 
alarm 
system, 
pumping 
stations, 
water cribs, the navy pier, the mu­ 
nicipal tuberculosis and contagious 
disease hospitals, the Chicago air­ 
port and some of the bridges. 
Departments Affected 
Those departments affected bv the 
strike 
order 
included the street 
lighting system (but not the park 
district), traffic control lighting sys­ 
tem, chlorine testing rooms of the 
water works, electrical substations 
and electrical inspectors. 
Shortly after the street lights 
were turned out, janitors employed 
in the 11-story police headquarters 
building, south of the Loop, laid 
down their brooms and mops and 
walked out in sympathy with the 
electrical workers.

2 Methods for 
Pruning Grapes 
Are Compared 


In priming grapes, winch method 
.should bi' used, the spur or long 
cane? 
Answering 
this 
question, 
County Agent M T. Hartman de­ 
clares that both methods are used by 
growers. 
In the spur method of 
pruning the vines are cut back se­ 
verely, leaving only two or three po­ 
tential fruit buds. 
The long cane 
method is characterized by canes 
having 8 to 12 buds after the prun­ 
ing is completed. 
Personal preference is second In 
importance to productive possibili­ 
ties, and should be so considered by 
the grower. Experimental evidence 
shows that the basal bud on the one- 
year-old wood seldom produces fruit, 
and also that the production of 
grapes increases from the second to 
the sixth or seventh bud. Then tile 
production decreases gradually until 
the twelfth bud Is reached. 
• With this knowledge of grape vine 
production, growers should prune 
their vines by the long cane method,” 
Mr. Hartman asserts. “In this way 
the largest number of productive 
buds are retained. 
To secure the 
greatest production, vines should be 
pruned to canes carrying eight to 12 
buds each. 
The canes 
selected 
should be those that previous to 
pruning were six to eight feet long. 
This will result iii stronger buds and 
the elimination of the so-called 
'bull' canes,”

Chickens Need 
Special Care in 
Cold Weather 


Many poultrymen complain about 
a drop in egg production every cold 
wave. The birds usually are stand­ 
ing around with their feathers all 
roughened up in an effort to keep 
warm. 
Because of "this inactivity 
there is a drop in feed and water 
intake. 
A special effort should be made 
during real cold weather to encour­ 
age heavy feed intake. County Agent 
M. T. Hartman recommends. 
Fre­ 
quent trips through the laying pens 
to stir the mash in the feeders or 
to scatter a few handfuls of grain 
| in the litter will help to keep the 
| birds active and eating. The use of 
a warm moist mash on very cold 
j days will also help to maintain nor- 
j mal feed intake. 
If non-freezing fountains are not 
used, it will be very much worth 
while to add sufficient warm water 
I to the drinking fountains to take 
the chili off the water. 
Since an 
egg is about two-thirds water, it is 
J important that the buds drink large 
quantities to maintain satisfactory 
production
